REMARKS 

Claims 1-29 remain in this application. Claims 12-18 have been withdrawn. 
In view of the examiner's restriction requirement, the applicants retain the right to 
present claims 12-18 in a divisional application.

A. Examiner's Statements 

The examiner requires restriction to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 

§121: 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a hydraulic section, classified in class 251, subclass 62 

II. Claims 12-18, drawn to a solenoid section, classified in class 251, subclass 
129.15 

III. Claims 19-29, drawn to a combination of the hydraulic and solenoid sections, 
classified in class 251, subclass 1.1 

The examiner states that Group III will be included with whatever Group between I and II 
that the applicants elect. 

B. Remarks 

The applicants elect without traverse Groups I and II, including claims 1-11 and 

19-29.
